public works. S. H. Parker and 
75 other ex-service men brought the 
charge. They comprise half of the 
150 iron workers, electricians and 
other skilled workers discharged on 
August 27. The men assert the 
Mason & Nager concern replaced 
them by workers imported from 
Albany and other points because 
they were members of trade un- 
ions. 

The complaintants demand that 
the court restrain Mason & Nager 
from employing persons who live 
outside the port of New York dis- 
trict when qualified men are avail- 
able here. They claim this is a re- 
quirement in the NRA code for 
public works as well as in the con- 
tract which the company signed 
with the port authority.
